Synopsis 
New Orleans Carriers 1851 — 1860

Purpose of Exhibit 

To tell the story of the New Orleans carrier service by showing all of the 
handstamps they used and showing some of the very special usages in 
conjunction with the U.S. regular issue stamps and foreign regular issue 
stamps. The exhibitor’s research pinpoints the dates of usage of the various 
colors of the seven different handstamps used by the New Orleans Carrier 
Department. No adhesive stamps were issued by the New Orleans Carrier 
Department. 


What is Presented 

All of the seven different handstamps used by the New Orleans Carrier 
Department and the colors that can be found. There are incoming foreign 
letters with adhesives from the country of origin. Letters from three different 
countries are known and all are presented. In addition three different 
examples from France are shown with different adhesives from the country of 
origin. 


Two very special covers are presented with the U.S. postage paid by the 1851 
general issue stamps with this combination of U.S. regular issue adhesives. 


A cover to New Orleans with a 1¢ 1851 Type Il adhesive and a 3¢ 1851 adhesive 
is presented. It is the only recorded cover with this combination of U.S. regular 
issue adhesives. 


Two “PAID/ CAR 1” covers are presented. Only three covers are recorded with 
this marking. 


Two black “NOT FOUND” covers are presented. These are the only two 
reported examples. 


Three green “NOT FOUND” covers are presented. These are the only three 
reported examples. 


Two covers are presented with the black “ADV.1” marking. There are three 
recorded examples. 


Three covers are presented with the red “ADV.1” marking. There are six 
reported examples. 


Two examples of the “CAR.1” marking are presented. There are five recorded 
examples. 


Examples of the black and blue ink circular N.O.U.S. datestamp are presented. 


Examples of New Orleans carrier covers on Nesbitt envelopes are included. 
These are scarce. 


Challenge Factor 

This exhibit contains the most comprehensive collection of this material ever 
assembled. Many of the covers are from the Hubert Skinner collection 
assembled over a 50-year time span. The material highlights indicate the 
minute number of recorded examples. 


Organization 

Seven different handstamps are presented. The colors of ink of the 
handstamps are presented in chronological order as they were issued. The 
letter on page 1 has the Mason’s City Express adhesive on their last day of 
business. The letter is also the earliest known example of any New Orleans 
Carrier. 


Material Highlights 

The rare Mason’s City Express adhesive is the only example known on a New 
Orleans carrier letter. This item is Scott Catalogue listed. 

The only recorded cover from the West Coast to New Orleans is presented. 


A valuable letter from St. J oseph to New Orleans is presented. There are two 
recorded examples. 


The letter originating in England is one of only two recorded examples. 
The letter originating in Hanover is the only recorded example. 


Shown here are three covers from France with different French adhesives. Only 
seven examples are recorded. 


A cover to New Orleans with three 1¢ 1851 stamps is presented. It is the only 
recorded cover with this combination of 1¢ 1851 stamps. 
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
